Crops AND THE WEATHER.—The
crop-weathier bulidtin prepared by
the Oregon weather buresu for the
week ending Septewber 20th is as
follows: The moootony of those
long, warm, dry, dusty and smoky
days has ni last been broken by the
few timely showers of the Iatter
part of the week just closed. In
this section the vains have bean pret-
ty general though hght, except io a
few of thesouthern counties, where
over half an inch fell. In portions
of southern Oregon fruit, vegetables
and grapes have been benefitted to
some extent by these showers while
pastures everywhete have been
greatly improved. Another, and no
Jess important eflect oft this precipi-
tation, has been the extinguishing
of the disastrous forest-fires that
have been rnging for so long, and a
general clearing up of the dense
smoke that has obscured the heay-
ens so much of late. The tempera-
ture us well as the supshine has
been rather less than the average
nmount for this time of year, the
defleiency in the latter being due
mostly to a densely smoky atmos-
phere. In short the weather of the
past week has been all that could
be desired, and the farmers are ¢on-
tented, In the matter of ¢crops what
little corn yet remains ip theground
has been improved some by the late
showers. Hop.picking I8 now
nigh over and reporta poiut to &
light crop. Fruit and fender vege-
tation bave also received their full
share of benefil fromn the precipita-
tion of the past week. Gardens are
doing better now than any time since
last July., Fall plowing has at last
been made possible in many sections
and will soon begin. In Easiern
Oregon the greater part of the week

o jJust closed has been sttended by
warm and dusty weather, but the
Jatter part hus seen conslderable
change, owing to a few light show-
ers of rain in some seetions which
were greatly needed and have been
duly appreciated by farmers in the
fayored districts. Elsewhere the
conditions reported in last week’s
bulletin have continued throughout
this week. During the early part of
the week the temperature ran 48 high
as a rule, but fell considerably to-
wards the end of the seventh day
period. The sunshine has Dbeeu
about or perhaps a trifle below the
average. Crops: There are still a
fow conuties where threshiog s still
in progress aud being rapldly pushed
to completion. It seewms that grain
generally is turning out a little bet-
ter than expected. The first and
second crops of hay in portions of
Marion aud Malheur eccunties
have been very bouutiful, betler
than in years past. Frult has done
well, but 1t is thought the clondy
weather and probable showers will
yet retard it some this ceming week.
Very little fall plowing has been
dope so far, the ground belng too
dry and bard.

Tur Hop OCror.—According to
the last Meeker hop clrcalar the hop
harvest of the year 1802 1s now near-
ly athing of the past. With but
few exceptions the hops aresllin
the warehouee and a good many In
bale. Wecan now fuirly estimate
the crop at about ovne-half of that of
last year, or, in round numbers, 20,-
(00 bales. Oregon will produce this
year about 17,000 baies. There have
been about 80,000 bales grown on
the Pucific Slope. New York has
produced this year 115,000 bales—
substantially the same quantity us
last year, but of better quality.
